The Baron and 
Baroness von Trapp were former 
residents of Austria and with 
their family came to America to 
find a freedom in their lives and 
living. Their ability and perform- 
ances in concert were recognized 
in Europe by Americans, who had 
seen and heard them and it was 
they who gave them the needed 
assistance in fleeing from their 
native land. Their property 
there was left behind and their 
arrival in America was marked 
by little money but a concert 
tour ahead. They won favor 
wherever they appeared and suc- 
cess cnowned their efforts. They 
found a haven or home in Penn- 
sylvania but now have decided to 
cast their lot as permanent New 
Englanders. They like America 
and Americans have given them 
a most cordial welcome. 

The family hope to visit rural 
communities and bring music and 
its development back to the home.

The Christmas Seals 
Used Again This Year 
Will Be Sent Out Soon 


The Christmas Seals for 1942 


are ready for distribution and cir- 
culation. They are being sent out 
now through the mails to resi- 
dents and are being placed on 
sale in all public places. Governor 
Saltonstall has inaugurated the 
campaign in this state and urges 
all to buy and: use them in order 
to support the work of the Mas- 
sachusetts Tuberculosis League, 
Inc., and its 27 voluntary associ- 
ations in their effort to combat 
the dreaded disease. Newspa- 
pers, including the Press, will 
give the necessary publicity and 
our people will be fully informed. 
In Northfield the local campaign 
wiH be handled by Mrs. F. Earl 
Lilly. The quota for the county 
is $5,800, and the sales will be 
handled by the Franklin County 
Public Health Association, 


Recipients of the stamps are 
urged to make a prompt response 
so that a complete report can be 
made of the sale in this territory. 
Governor Saltonstall in his proc- 
lamation has‘this to say regard- 
ing the sale of the Christmas Seal: 

“It is a matter of medical ob- 
servation that tuberculosis tends 
to increase in wartime, although 
the increase may be prevented by 
use of known procedures. At this 
time of crisis, when more hours 
of work by men and women are 
urgently needed in winning the 
war, it is a plain patriotk duty to 
co-operate with the tuberculosis 
associations in their work in pre- 
ventive tuberculosis education, 
case finding, maintenance of 
morale of patients and the train- 
ing and placing in industry and 
other lines of persons convales- 
cent from tuberculosis.”

Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


I’m between the deep blue sea 
and that satanic guy, I can’t make 
up my mind whether to pray for 
more warm weather and thus gave 
fuel oi] or whether I should ride 
along with the song crooners and 
wish for a white Christmas. May- 
be the composer didn’t have that 
in mind, but I think a white 
Christmas would be a gocd theme 
song for home gardeners. 

You see it would make a lot 
easier our task of winter protec- 
tion for valued plants. But since 
we can’t guarantee a white Christ- 
mas just by wishing, we’d better 
make plans for other types of pro- 
tection. 

I saw by the home town paper 
that s:me folks out on the Bel- 
chertown road picked’ two quarts 
of strawberries on November 11, 
which reminds me that Bill Thies 
says strawberry plants should be 
mulched before the temperature 
drops much below 20 degrees. If 
left until the ground freezes real 
hard, there’s apt to be injury to 
the crown and hence less’ fruit 
next year. Old hay or straw is 
the best sort of material for 
mulvhing strawberry beds. I’d 
make it a point to have these pret- 
ty clear for weed seeds. Before 
using shake out the chaff. Keep- 
ing a strawberry bed free of 
weeds is a hard enough job with- 
out adding extra ones through the 
mulch, 

Next spring leave the mulch 
right on the bed. Don’t take it 
off. It will be a simple case of 
checking and when the new plants 
under the mulch begin to turn 
yellow it’s time to shake up that 
mulch. Shake it up just enough 
zo that the plants can come up 
through, leaving the mulch there 
to add humus and_ to conserve 
moisture and also to keep the ber- 
ries from getting mud splattered 
when it rains. 

Then you might make a special 
point, as I have in the past week 
or two, to check the ground sur- 
face around special plants. A
